AEC Plans 
Atom Tests 
In February 


WASHINGTON i.f» — The Atomic 


Energy Commission is readying a 
new set of weapons tests at its 
Nevada p r o v i n g grounds next 
winter. 


The AEC came out Friday night 


with an announcement of a "series 
of atomic tests commencing early 
in 1955, probably about mid-Feb- 
ruary." 


Ranchers, miners and others in 


Southern Nevada and southwestern 
Utah were warned of the impend- 
ing tests which AEC said "will 
confirm generally with those pre- 
viously conducted in Nevada. 


Presumably. AEC scientists arc 


planning to try out improved and 
perhaps new types of atomic weap- 
ons for battlefield use.

Ike's Proposal Placed on 
United Nations Agenda 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.—(^P)—Without discussion, 


the UN assembly today put on its agenda with a priority tag 
the Eisenhower atoms-for-peace plan today. It sent the pro- 
posals to the key political committee where it will be fully dis- 
cussed. 
No one spoke as the Assembly 


President Eelco N. Van Kleffens, 
called for discussion on whether to 
put the item on the agenda. The 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion, which agreed Friday on this 
action, did not ask for the floor. 


The action means that the As- 


sembly will give early considera- 
tion to this item, which is hailed 
by some delegates as the most im- 
portant before this ninth session. 


An American source said the 


U. S. delegation would ask the 
Assembly's 60-N a t i o n Political 
Committee early next week to 
make the plan its first order of 
business. The source described it 
as a natural to open thexcommittee 
debates, beginning probably the 
middle of next week. 


The Assembly assigns questions 


to the committees, but each com- 


mittee determines its own order of 
business. 


Discussion of the plan got a 


surprising assist Friday from the 
Soviets. Russia's Andrei Vishinsky 
not only insisted in the Steering 
Committee that the atom item go 
on the Assembly agenda, but called 
for a unanimous vote in recom- 
mending its consideration. 


iVishinsky denied U.S. statements 
that the Soviet Union had rejected 
the atom pool plan, proposed by 
President Eisenhower last Decem- 
ber in a speech to the U.N. Vi- 
shinsky said the Kremlin wished 
to resume talks on the idea.

vanced a plan which, State Depart- 
ment officials say, is vague but 
apparently relies mainly on the 
1948 Brussels pact as a safeguard 
against reborn German militarism. 


Dulles' associates consider two 


unanswered questions of funda- 
mental importance: 


1. Is Mendes-France sincerely 


seeking a quick and workable so- 
lution to the German problem? Or, 
because of deep French fears of 
German rearmament, is. he really 
•intent on stalling off a decision in- 
definitely by engaging in prolonged 
negotiations? 


2. If Mendes-France wants and 


joins in an agreed formula, will 
he be able to get the French As- 
sembly to back him up and ratify 
it? 


The present crisis began three 


weeks ago when the French Assem- 
bly shelved a plan for a European 
Defense Community. The project 
"would have pooled French and 
German military strength and con- 
trols in Europe, thereby giving 
France some .power over Ger- 
many's future military develop- 
ment. 


Would Bay Plan 


One major feature of the EDC 


plan which Dulles considered of 
vital importance was its provision 
for a supranational authority— a 
step toward unity among the free 
nations of Europe. 


Dulles has now decided that, 


much aa he would, like to save this 
feature in any new plan, the urgent 
need to give West Germany sov- 
ereignty and begin the formation 
of 12 German divisions must take 
priority over everything else. 


A U. S. diplomat said that it is 


* safe bet that Dulles would buy 
any plan approved by Adenauer, 
Eden and Mendes-France. 


It seems to be an equally good 


bet that he will not accept any 
French proposals which Adenauer 
strongly "dislikes or considers p>> 
litically unacceptable in West Ger- 
many. Dulles feels that Adenauer 
has worked hard for a European, 
as opposed to a nationalistic Ger- 
man, rearmament plan, and there- 
fore merits American support.

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This Is the Way 
To Buy a House 


It's a Big Adventure and 
You Want To Be Satisfied

Buying a house is one of the 


oiggest adventures an average 
family may encounter. It can be a 
thriller and a long satisfying ex- 
perience which may go on for 
years—often a lifetime. 


It is a decision which can involve 


the health, happiness and welfare 
of your family, the environment 
and future of your children and 
many other factors. 


Also it can be the biggest busi- 


ness deal, too, in the life of an 
average family. It takes a lot of 
money and usually ties you up 
with a long term debt. So i^ is 
certainly worth 
some s e c o n d 


thoughts before you sign that dot- 
ted line. 


Buying a house differs from the 


purchase of other things. You get 
no guarantee, except perhaps a 
warranty that the house is yours— 
as is. Occasionally, if it is a brand 
new house, the builder may issue 
a carefully worded policy that he 
may come back in a few months 
to make something right if it was 
his fault that it went wrong. But 
lawyers say "let the buyer be- 
ware," and' that is the rule when 
you buy real estate. 


"What 1'ou Can Do 


So what can you do to make 


sure you are getting your money's 
worth? There are lots of things— 
so many they fill books. Here are 
a few: 


First use common sense and 


don't let your heart rule your 
head. Tell yourself and your fam- 
ily that you are buying a house, 
not a picture or a gadget or a fad. 


Naturally you have to start v.ith 


the price. You know how much 
you earn, how much it costs you 
to live, how much you have saved. 
It used to be that one week's pay 
was considered the limit for one 
month's mortgage payment, in- 
cluding taxes, insurance, interest 
and a payment on the loan. 


Recently, 
savings 
counsellors 


have changed that rule to apply 
only to actual take-home pay. "It 
is advisable to keep your monthly 
carrying charges down to 20 per 
cent of your income," says one ex- 
pert. 


What 1'ou Can Afford 


From a weekly take-home pay 


of $75, perhaps $15 would be de- 
ducted for your real estate taxes 
and $1.50 for fire insurance, leav- 
ing a balance of $58.50 to cover 
mortgage payments. On a 20-year 
loan at 5 per cent, this allows for 
a $9,000 mortgage. 


The 
difference 
between 
the 


mortgage and the price calls for 
cash. And cash usually represents 
savings. If you have saved S25 a 
month at 3 per cent, you should 
have $2,709.45 at the end of eight 
years. Your local bank or savings 
institution can help you with a 
time table on such a program. 


But even if you inherited anoth- 


er. $9,000, it would not be wise on 
$75 take-home pay to buy an $18,- 
000 house. So much more taxes 
and maintenance would be re- 
quired that you'd have trouble 
getting a mortgage. 


So let the price of the house repre- 


sent l1/^ to 2\'z times your annual 
income and you'll be safer. 


The next question is where will 


you buy your house? Will it be 
convenient to your job, to schools, 
stores, churches and recreation? 
Will it be in an established neigh- 


borhood with fire and police pro- 
tection? Will it be a congenial 
neighborhood for your family, or 
will you be keeping up with the 
Joneses? 
Is 
the 
ne^hborhood 


zoned, or will there be a danger 
that it may run down in the future 
—that factories, taverns or gaso- 
line stations may come in? 


A*k a Man Who Knows 


An experienced real estate brok- 


er can be of invaluable sen-ice in 
helping you get those questions 
answered. A reliable broker knows 
neighborhoods and knows houses. 
He can help you find the right 
house. 


If you find a house that was built 


before World War II, chances are 
you'll find pretty good construc- 
tion. It may need some repairs, or 
a paint job, perhaps, because few 
men selling a house want to risk 
much of an investment to dress 
the place up. However, you'll have 
to figure on what such repairs will 
cost you. Try to get your banker, 
or other mortgage lender, to see 
if that repair bill can't be incorpo- 
rated in your mortgage. Short term 
financing for home repairs means 
a much bigger monthly burden 
than if the cost is stretched over 
the term of the mortgage. 


Get an architect, or reputable 


builder, to look the place over, if 
vou can. An expert's opinion on 
construction can save you more 
than his fee for advicevBut find 
an expert you know, or or.e your 
friends know. 


If you decide on a new house, 


have the builder show you through 
and tell you about its construction. 
Ask him for the names of others 
who bought his houses and talk to 
them. But common sense comes in 
here, too. New home owners mag- 
nify their headaches and a plaster 
crack 
from normal settlement 


doesn't mean the' house is falling 
down. 


But 
if 
floors 
seem 
unduly 


springy, doors and windows won't 
close, signs-of water show in the 
basement, 
and" so on, beware! 


There may be a simple reason for 
each and it may be easy to fix 
them, or they may indicate skimp- 
in s elsewhere. 


Importance of a Lawyer 


Before you sign anything, es- 


pecially a contract of any kind, 
have your own lawyer with you. 
The seller's lawyer, the builder's 
lawyer or a salesman's solemn as- 
surance-is not enough. An applica- 
tion you sign may turn out to be a 
contract. A contract you sign may 
be no contract at all. 


There have been cases where 


builders unknowingly have built on 
the wrong land. There have been 
other cases where a family has 
lived in a. house for a generation, 
paid the taxes and thought they 
owned it while they held title to 
another property. It is not a ques- 
tion of distrusting anyone; it is a 
question of protecting yourself. 


A lawyer's fee for presiding at 


the signing of a contract and the 
subsequent taking of title is stated 
before hand. It is chicken feed 
compared with 
your peace of 


mind. 


On Buying a Lot" 


If you're buying a lot, or plan- 


ning to build on a.lot you own, 
these rules still apply- It is folly 
to build on your lot if it does not 
meet the neighborhood test. It is 
foolish to build an expensive 'house j 
on a cheap lot in a cheap neighbor-' 


New Law Means 
Less Cash Down, 
More Homes Up 


A record volume of home-build- 


ing—maybe as high as 1,500.000 
new houses a year — will result 
from the liberal financing arrange- 
ment authorized in the Housing 
Act of 1954. predicts E. G- Gavin, 
editor of American Bmlder. the 
leading light construction industry 
magazine. 


The record might come as early 


as 1955, the editor said. The exist- 
ing record of 1,396,000 "starts" 
was set in 1950. 


The impetus required to boost 


home construction to a new high 
will come mainly from the pro- 
visions of the act that benefit low- 
and middle-income buyers, Gavin 
explained. 


Gavin pointed out that a new 


$12,000 home now requires only 
$1,200 as a down payment, while 
the cash required for a new $15,000 
house is only $1,950. 


"The act is comparable in sig- 


nificance to the National Housing 
Act of 1934. in the passage of which 
American Builder took an active 
part and which created the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, the 
mortgage-insuring 
agency," 
the 


editor said. 


Hold AifKimu* Late8* in Design, Trends 
Of Kitchen Goods 
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hood, or to build a cheap house on 
an expensive lot. An old rule-is- to 
try to keep your land cost around 
20 per cent of what you plan to 
spend for the entire project. 


And if you're buying a lot. ask 


youiself if you are almost ready 
to build. It" won't help you save 
toward a house to pay taxes for 
years on a vacant lot. And remem- 
ber that" land styles change along 
with house styles. A lot inherited 
from grandma-may have been fine 
for a house in her day, but wil 
your dream house fit within its 
boundaries? 


And when buying a lot. get a 


lawyer. No one really owns land— 
what you own is" title to that land. 
A lawyer should be able to tell you 
il you have a clear title, or advise 
a title search and title insurance.

Russia's New Attitude 


No one expects American reporters stationed in the 


SovietIfaSiSffdUe to report the truth of what they see 
Sept^ow and then between the lines. What is antici- 
nated is their return home, with the wraps off.

Such a moment is now at hand, with the return to 
AmJi^ afterfive years of the New York Times' Moscow 
c^^nden?, Harris^ Salisbury. His report is important 
reading for the whole free world. .

His major observation, his principal message to all peo- 


ples outside Russia, is that the Soviet leaders have not m any 
Way abandoned their goal of world conquest. They simply 
have changed their way of seeking it.

The late Joseph Stalin was a ruthless, buldgeoning. in- 


flexible autocrat, who ruled singlehandedly 
At home he 


ground the faces of his people, and abroad his stubborn 
rigidity drove his country into many blind alleys from which 
it could not escape. •

Salisbury points out that the new rulers, Molotov, Aiai- 


enkov. Khrushchev and Kaganovich, are employing more 
graceful tactics. They are displaying flexibility and adapta- 
bility. And they have made their approaches effective and 
even attractive in some ways. 
Domestically, it is a s&ry of less harsh police-state 


methods, though Salisbury stresses that the basic horrors 
still exist in shocking proportion. In addition, the new 
Soviet leaders have turned to production of greater volumes 
of consumer goods, to ease the strains for ordinary Kus- 
sians long pressed down by military dictatorship. 


So far, the average Soviet citizen seems not too greatly 


impressed by these apparent improvements. Suspicions long 
fed by Stalin's callousness cannot quickly be wiped away. 


In foreign affairs it is a different matter. Russia clearly 


has scored notable successes at the Geneva conference and 
in the partitioning of Indo-China. Its policy of "sweetness 
and light" has enhanced neutralism in Europe and helped to 
create the climate in which a timid France could reject EDL, 
cornerstone of Western defense. 
In neutralist circles in Europe, men evidently believe 


that the United States, not Russia, is the troublemaker. But 
even though we may have more consistently appreciated the 
peril of the Communist aims, Salisbury seems to think that 
our own diplomats may not fully understand the dangers in 
the new Russian attitude. 
He quotes'a Western diplomat on the point: 
They {the Russians) speak so pleasantly, so apparently 


openly and" with so much common sense that you must con- 
stantly remind yourself whom it is you are talking with. 
That's why, in a way, they are more dangerous than Stalin."

Bed Rest Will Help Save 
Limbs of Neuritis Victims 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Afain the request has come in to 


devote a column to the subject of 
polyneuritis. Most readers, per- 
haps, are more familiar with the 
term "neuritis" which has been 
discussed more frequently. Actual- 
ly, there is not a great deal of dif- 
ference, since the "poly" part of 
the name merely means inflamma- 
tion and pain in several nerves in- 
Btead of a single one as is the case 
in neuritis. 


Polyneuritis is often an irrita- 


ting problem. Too frequently it 
tends to get worse as time goes 
on. though this is not alwaySuthe 
case. Not infrequently the partt'.of 
the body supplied by the affected 
nerves show weakness, wasting of 
the muscles, pain tenderness and 
even changes in sensation or the 
ability to feel. 


SOMETIMES the pain is severe, 


and once in a while the interfer- 
ence with sensation is so great 
lhat a pin can be stuck into the 
skin of the affected areas without 
being felt at all. 


There are a host of possible 


causes. Most of the well-known 
metals, such as mercurv, bismuth, 
arsenic and lead are responsible in 
some cases. Vitamin 
deficiency 


diseases, 
particularly 
beriberi, 


\vhich is a vitamin "B" deficiency, 
and pellagara may be at fault. 


POiLYNEURITIS sometimes de- 


velopes from general dietary de- 
ficiencies during pregnancy and in 
*he presence of such general dis- 
eas»s as diabetes or pernicious ane- 
mia. Chronic alcoholism can pro- 
duce this condition. Infections may 
a^o produce polyneurius. Poly- 
peuritis is a frequent symptom of 
so-called iheumatic infection. It 
mpy complicate typhoid 
fever, 


scarlet fever, influenza, mumps 
and almost any of the well-known 
infectious diseases. 


Whether severe or mild, the cure 


of polyneuritis depends on finding 


the cause. If caused by a vitamin 
deficiency, for exa'mple, the prop- 
er treatment is to treat that defi- 
ciency in the diet. When compli- 
cating known infectious, recovery 
generally takes place without spe- 
cial measures as the patient im- 
proves from the disease responsi- 
ble. 


REST IN BED is usually needed 


not only because of thr muscular 


i weakness, but also because the 
[heart may become involved. Seri- 
ous deformities can develop be- 
cause of the muscular weakness if 
th*1 limbs are not supported by 
splints, sandbags or othet means. 
| A victim of polyneuritis is indeed 


I lo be pitied. The pain and the mus- 


i cular weakness usually interfere 
with walking or with the use of the 
hands and arms, depending on 
where the trouble is located. Treat- 
ment usually require? great pa- 
tience on the part of the "patient" 
and ingenuity on the part of the 
physician.
